Clovers, A Valuable Source 
Of Plant Food 


Recently 1 have had numerous 
enquiries from farmers who con- 
template seeding Sweet Clover with 
a nurse crop this spring. This is a 
very commendable practice where 
you are anxious to increase the 
humus, fibre and nitrogen of the 
soil. Nothing will enrich the soil as 
cheaply, quickly and easily as 
“plowing under” a heavy stand of 
clover sometime in July. It is rec- 


icommended to seed about four or 


five pounds of sweet clover seed per 


_acre with a nurse crop such as oats 


or barley on land that is intended 
for summer fallow the following 
year. The clover plants should at- 
tain a height of from 6” to 12” with 
the nurse crop the first year. The 
second year it will grow rapidly 
and attain a height of 24” to 30” 
by mid-July, at which time it may 
be plowed under to return to the 
soil new plant food for succeeding 
crops. 

Sweet clover seed is reasonable 
in price, around 19 cents per pound. 
Be sure the seed you buy has been 
“scarified”; also inoculate the seed 
before planting. This is a dry pow- 
der which can easily be applied to 
the seed at very small cost. All leg- 
umes (sweet clover, alfalfa, alsike, 
red clover) benefits from inocula- 
tion. These legumes bear on their 
roots little lumps or nodules which 
gather nitrogen from the air and 
plowed in, enrich the soil, supplying 
deficient ingredients. Inoculation 
hastens maturity, increases the 
crop, improves the quality, and, by 
promoting better growth, enriches 
the soil.
